| opened a package today and got a 
thrill — no it didn’t contain a rattlesnake. 
Inside were three items related to 
handloading. A neck sizing, decapping 
die, a straight line bullet seater, and a 
neck turning device with a micrometer 
adjusting attachment. 


First, I've got a lot of gun gadgets, 
many made by highly skillled machnists. 
Starting way back in days of Al Marciete, 
John Warren, Clyde Hart, et al. These 
men were acclaimed as gunsmith’s 
gunsmiths. The workmanship was 
beautiful, the precision unbelievable. 
Well, these new gadgets are of that 
quality! 

Second, in the bench game, where one 
loads at matches, one looks for simple, 
uncomplicated, precise, weight- 
economical tools to carry on trips to 
tournaments. These new tools fit into this 
category. They are not only beautiful to 
look at, they are accurate, adjustable 
when necessary, light weight, compact 
and serve the purpose intended — 
precise reloading for a particular rifle. 

One can use the basic tools with some 
additional bushing etc. to make them 
serve more than one gun. 

The Neck Turner with the micrometer 
adjuster is made by Central Products for 
Shooters Inc., 435 Route Eighteen, East 
Brunswick, NJ 08816. Phone 
201-545-0300. This is basically Walt 
Pierra’s outfit, as most know Walt is a top 
shooter. By using different mandrels one 
can neck trim various calibers, and by 
using the micrometer one can trim dif- 
ferent make cases to same neck thick- 
ness and the length of the trim can be 
controlled as well. It is a simple tool to use 
and with competition the way it is today 
neck turning is an essential procedure. | 
have two neck trimmers already, but this 
is the best I’ve seen. | plan to make good 
use of it. 

Now, as for the custom bullet seating 
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and decapping die and the straight line 
bullet seater I'd heard rumors, good 
things | might add, that a nice guy named 
Mike Kleiman was producing a top notch 
product. | had seen his ad in P.S. for some 
time, and since | had rebuilt my heavy 
bench gun (new Hart barrel and of course 
new chamber) | decided to do what | had 
been preaching — patronize a P.S. ad- 
vertiser. 

So, | sent Mike six fire formed cases, 
and an order for a die of particular neck 
size and a bullet seater. | must say |’m 
more than pleased — I’m ‘“‘happy as a 
lark’’ as the saying goes. | looked for 
things | might criticize, | didn’t find any. 
The workmanship is perfection. 

Custom fitted reloading dies are the 
ultimate in precision hand dies for those 
who want their rifles to perform at their 
best. These are patented and the neck 
sizing dies are unique, featuring free 
floating sizing buttons that can be 
changed easily to accommodate to bullet 
and/or neck sizes if you want to change 
them for any reason. Incorporated into 
Mike’s sizer is a primer decapping as- 
sembly that remains as part of the main 
body. Both dies are highly polished and 
fitted to the cases without slop or play. 

The bullet seater uses the proven 
straight line system and is easily ad- 
justable so it goes with the sizer to make 
a set. All one would need to go with it is 
a powder measure and one of Homer 
Culver’s (or Wally Hart’s) primer seaters.

Dear Doc: 

Have letter. Note you have a partner. 
What in hell does D.M.D. stand for? All | 
can think of is Doctor of Medieval 
Dentistry. 

Audette’s article in PS was very good. 
For some time | have been squaring case 
heads with a hardened Vee block and 
trimmer cutter setup. That eliminates one 
source of possible ‘‘off’’ shots. | have 
often noticed that many cases expand 
with an offset which could be caused by 
the brass being thicker on one side than 
on the other (hence stronger) but | have 
also wondered if it isn’t caused in some 
cases by the brass being harder on one 
side than the other. That would be a 
pretty tricky thing to test — the hardness 
variation. We have a Rockwell hardness 
tester but | doubt if the support of the 
case in the tester would reveal a sig- 
nificant difference. | admit | have never 
cut cases in two to see if the swell is 
always on the thin side. There are so 
many things to be careful about in pre- 
paring match ammo there seems to be no 
end to it. 

Right now | am making reamers for the 
7 m/m IHMSA. There seems to be no end 
to these wildcats, either. | am also making 
reamers for an experiment that | want to 
complete this winter. Maybe nothing will 
come of it but | can’t resist the temptation 
to find out. | am making up some sample 
cartridge cases out of steel and will 
eliminate out of squareness and other 
things. More later. If | live long enough 
maybe | can contribute a few other things 
having to do with accuracy of firearms. 

Snowing lightly this morning. About 8” 
on the ground around here and it was 25 
above this morning at 6:00. Been down 
to 15 this week but things will open up 
shortly and the flowers will be blooming. 

| have an appointment with my pros- 
tate specialist tomorrow. Been on a two 
week run of capsules, two a day, that 
cost $1.80 each. Going to tell the doc that 
they have no side effects except on my 
pocket book. 

| forgot to mention that if you use the 
trimmer cutter to face case heads square 
and the cases are used you will lap the 
keen edge off the cutter. Grit on case 
heads will remove the keen edge in about 
fifty facings. On new brass the cutter will 
stand up a long time.

To make matters 
worse they are not readily available for 
some scopes. 

| think they should be furnished by the 
maker even if at extra cost. With scopes 
going at three hundred plus bucks, who’s 
going to kick about a bit more for the 
means of protecting his investment. 

| have tried three suppliers for these 
with no success. Now this puts a burr 
under my saddle and the ‘‘Old Hoss’’ is 
getting hard to live with. 

When | spend a lotta dough for a scope 
and upon reading the instructions am told 
to go elsewhere for lense covers | begin 
to feel ‘‘ripped off’! | wrote about this 
several years ago, | was P’d then and still 
am. 

Some makers do furnish them and | 
give them credit. | can name some: Ly- 
man, Unertl & Weaver. There are others 
too probably. 

The Leupold instruction sheet states 
on page 6, quote: ‘‘Lense Covers: Rubber 
and leather lense covers are available 
from several manufacturers.’’ | would like 
to know who they are. I'll buy ‘em. 

| would like to see some response to 
this from interested people. If | do not | 
will conclude that no one cares and if you 
don’t care neither will the manufacturer.

50’s Clair Hollingsworth of Rapid City had 
reamers made and chambered 3 rifles.

George — at a Registered Match 
at Custer SD — shot a 50 shot agg of 
.49+. That was before any records were 
honored in the Sporter Class. 

| sold my rifle and managed to buy 
George’s later. | still have it. It was a 
winner for several years and | retired it 
long ago. 

Took it out a couple of months ago and 
shot 5 that were loaded 5 years ago with 
Sierra 70 gr bullets and 34 gr 380, 6X 
scope and got well under a half inch — 
and was not trying. 

Thought you would like to size up the 
cases — maybe you could get an idea or 
two.

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Dear Harold: 

Thank you for your letter of 2-17-82, 
and the cases you sent (shortened 
250-3000). 

| thought they looked familiar so 
checked them against my 6mm Inter- 
national head space gauges. They are 
identical except for the 25 caliber necks, 
of course. So | guess you'd call 'em 25 
International? 

I'm sure these cases would shoot very 
respectably, however, the 6mm Int. never 
aroused much interest or at least it didn’t 
last long in ‘‘Benchrest’’. | have often 
thought that case would have done better 
with a bit less body taper and a little 
shorter with a 30° shoulder. 

When you say late 50’s you have the 
advantage of me as | wasn’t even a 
benchrest shooter at that time. 

| started benchrest at Millerton, N.Y. 
with the late John Dewey and his Sno- 
Ball matches. 

| had a 6mm Int. at one time. It was a 
good shooter and killed a lot of wood- 
chucks. | never got the best out of it 
mostly because the reamer was of large 
neck design and | had never heard of 
turning necks. 

I’ve been playing with a couple of cases 
of my own idea lately. Two are on the 225 
Win. case, one full length with a 30° 
shoulder and the other shortened to .219 
Donaldson length. Last Sunday Tom 
Swack shot this one at Dunham’s Bay 
Club and was 4th out of 27 shooters with 
a .331 agg. for 5 groups. | call it 6 S.M. 

| also tried making P.P.C. cases from 
Swift Brass but results were poor. An- 
other case | really like is my 270 SM 
(Short Mauser). The chamber is cut with 
a Std. 270 reamer, using 8x57 head 
space gauges. Itis 270 x 8mm almost, but 
with the larger 270 average neck. With 
the right loads it is capable of 1/2” groups 
or better. | made this case because of the 
short magazine of the Mausers. | wanted 
to seat bullets out without magazine 
alteration. To make cases | just cut off the 
proper amount from the base of the die, 
(8x57 headspace gauge minus .125). 

I'll be ordering another reamer, a 6x44. 
This case holds IBS Hunter Class records 
and championship. 

Hope all this interests you.

Dear Doc: 

After reading the articles in PS and the 
decision made at the winter meeting 
regarding replacing one 10% Ib. gun with 
the HB class (cruiser class), it is our 
feeling at Mainville that this must be tried 
as often as possible to see if it is 
workable. As the Nationals will be the 
only place that the new 3-gun format will 
be tried in 1982, we feel that this will not 
be a good indicator of the workability of 
the new decision. Since George Kelbly 
has a 50 bench range and has asked to 
make the Nationals a 5-day program, we, 
at Mainville, are going to take the June 12 
& 13 match at our club and test the 
feasibility of the new decision. 

Basically this will be the way we will be 
conducting this shoot. In the morning the 
competitors will be shooting LV first and 
we will complete this class entirely. Next 
up will be HV and we will complete this 
class entirely. Here is where the new 
change will be taking effect: the HB will 
then shoot and this will complete the days 
shooting schedule. Now before everyone 
jumps up on their reloading benches and 
start screaming it won’t work, think it 
over. 

(1) The shooters can now, as before, 
bring either their sporter or LV to shoot 
LV & HV; then use their HV gun in the HB 
class. By using your sporter or LV for LV 
& HV you could eliminate the need for two 
powder measures causing less confusion 
and fatigue on you. 

(2) Putting the HB in a time slot all its 
own — instead of alternating classes — 
will permit the HB shooter to move his 
equipment to the next bench in rotation 
without interference from another class. 
This will not add any additional time to the 
days program. 

(3) Most important this will give us a 
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chance to see if it is possible to run a 
3-gun agg at the Nationals and also the 
competitors will have a chance to try the 
10 shot HB class before the Nationals. 
Along with the range agg trophies, we will 
be presenting first, second, third, and 
fourth place 3-GUN AGG AWARDS. 
We realize anything new is not readily 
acceptable until time tested. But, since 
we only have one year in which to make 
this major decision involving the HB gun 
vs two 10% Ib. guns, it is imperative we 
all, IBS, PS, competitors, and host clubs 
work together. We as the host club are 
doing our part by offering you the chance 
to try the new format. We ask that the 
competitors do their part and try shooting 
it and IBS and PS do their part by 
promoting it. Although this seems like an 
advertisement for our shoot, it is not 
intended that way. In our experience the 
HB class has been a losing proposition to 
any and all host clubs. Therefore, any- 
thing we can do to increase participation 
in this class is going to benefit everyone.

Dear Doc: 

The article in the February issue on 
primers and primer seating, by Clarence 
Purdie, was excellent and | am in 
agreement, with one exception. 

On page 16, he refers to Remington 
and Winchester firing pins as .075” di- 
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ameter and states ‘‘This makes the ra- 
dius of their spherical ends .0375”. It is 
a common misconception that the end of 
a firing pin should be a hemisphere. | have 
a print of the drawing for the Winchester 
70. The diameter is given as .075”, 
+.002”. The radius is given as .045” + 
.005”. 

On a sporting rifle, such as the M70 or 
Remington 700 series, the actual depth to 
which the firing pin penetrates the primer 
averages about .018” to .020”. A deeper 
indent, such as may be seen with some 
of the older, military rifles, is accom- 
plished only by serious deformation of the 
crown of the anvil. This subject is well 
covered in Stuart Otteson’s book, ‘‘The 
Bolt Action’. 

With a .075” diameter pin and the mean 
radius of .045”, the point at which the 
radius joins the .075” diameter is ap- 
proximately .020” from the end of the pin. 
This fulfills the requirement of the pin 
sealing the hole in the bolt face, giving 
best support to the primer and preventing 
what is termed “‘blanking,” the condition 
where primer metal is extruded into the 
firing pin hole. 

| have seen firing pin tips, polished by 
their owners, where a full radius was 
attempted. They often show extrusion of 


the primer into the firing pin hole, even 
with mild loads. To correct this means the 
purchase of a new pin. Hence, this letter.

Hart Barrels .... 
The Early Days

This will be the kind of article dear to 
an author’s heart ... find a subject of 
interest, perhaps one that never has had 
the full story, the correct story, appear in 
print, and ask the question of the rec- 
ognized authority on the subject. If he — 
or she — recognizes his obligation to 
history, and gives you a half-way decent 
reply, you have accomplished your 
mission, your task. 

In early January, | wrote to Mike 
Walker, poet laureate of the IBS, and one 
of the early pioneers of the sport, at that 
time spending the hard 1982 winter in 
Florida, and apparently not missing the 
sub-zero temperatures to such a point as 
to reduce him to tears. 


“Dear Mike, 

| have been reviewing the equipment 
listings of the competitors at the 1950 
Johnstown match, courtesy of Bob 
Bump, who has provided me with a large 
amount of the papers of the Harvey 
Donaldson estate to review. The papers 
include a listing of all competitors 
equipment at the 1950 Johnstown match, 
as well as Harvey’s targets, fired in that 
match. Absolutely great reading! The 
equipment listing shows a number of 
“Walker barrels” in use. | found four 
specific contestants listed as using them 
... Al Barr, Bill Cotter, Joel Hodge, and 
Mike Walker. 

| can recall Al Angerman’s series of 
articles in P.S., where he gave a capsule 
summary of the major items in the 
magazine 25 years before. At one point 
he remarked, ‘‘Walker barrels are now 
beginning to appear more and more in the 
equipment listing of a few skilled 
shooters. What are Walker barrels?”’ If 
memory serves me correctly, Al was 
reviewing the 1951-1952 era. Keep in 
mind that as of November, 1953 there 
had not yet been a single Hart barrel to 
appear in an equipment summary. 

Yes indeed, what were these Walker 
barrels? Were they a ‘missing link’ in the 
evolution and development of what would 
become today’s great barrels? Were they 
cut-rifling or button rifling?’’ 


| have an excellent reply from Mike, and 
much of what he says has never before 
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been published, to the best of my 
knowledge, and | was delighted to have 
a factual reply from the only guy that 
could be authorative on the subject. 


“Dear Dave, 

| do not believe that Jerry will object if 
| set the record straight on Hart Rifle 
Barrels. When | went to work for Re- 
mington in July of 1942, | was given the 
job of developing a new rifling system. In 
December of that year | successfully rifled 
barrels using a button process. The 
success of the process was based on the 
lubrication, construction of the rifling 
plug, and the rifling machine. At that time 
a Pratt & Whitney cut rifling machine was 
modified. Later a La Point broach was 
modified to do the job much more effi- 
ciently. 

A large number of barrels (in the 
100,000’s) were rifled for the Springfield 
rifles then being made by Remington, 
using the process covered in patents 
issued to Remington under my name. The 
real value in these patents was in the 
lubrication and in the stress relieving. | 
might add that the addition of the air gage 
was an extremely important advance- 
ment. The bore scope in the form of the 
original American Cystoscope also 
helped in producing high quality barrels. 

The original barrels were made with 
steel plugs. When tungsten carbide be- 
came available generally it was adopted 
for its improved lack of compressability. 

| met Clyde and Charlie Hart at 
Johnstown in 1950. | believe Clyde won 
the championship that year. Champion- 
ship was established then by shooting 
the best aggregate. It was not shoulder 
to shoulder until 1954 at Custer. | was 
NBRSA President at that time after 
helping get the organization started at 
meetings in Denver in 1949 and 1950. 

Clyde evidenced a desire to make some 
good rifle barrels sometime in 1952. | 
designed and sketched a hydraulic ma- 
chine. Charlie Hart, Clyde’s father, had it 
built and working in no time. Incidentally, 
it is still working and rifling barrels. | 
bought a surplus P & W reaming machine 
for $25.00. We bought a barrel drill from 
Dermot Rielly and Hart Rifle Barrels was 


in business. Remington agreed that the 
1000-2000 barrels per year was no 
competition for them. Hart was allowed 
to use the Remington button process. 
Walker provided the original know how 
and acted as the accountant. Let me tell 
you it was trouble, trouble, trouble for 
several years. Getting good steel was 
one of the major problems. Lot size 
purchases eventually solved the problem 
well enough that production of 1000 
barrels a year was possible. 

Since for me it was entirely an avo- 
cation, when it became the sole business 
for the Harts, | dropped out. 

The Walker barrels you mentioned 
were made on P & W cut rifling machines 
at Remington. There were possibly 10 
barrels on the line. They were the first 
stainless steel barrels of any importance. 
Sherer’s barrels are made the same way 
on later machines. 

Incidentally Sherer has made a high 
percentage of the good stainless cut 
rifled barrels since that time including the 
later Walker barrels. (| believe made in 
Kentucky). There is no connection be- 
tween these and the original Walker 
barrels made in 1950 - 1952. | see by P.S. 
that Bob Sherer is now with Manchester 
Arms & Tool Co. 

Charlie Hart made some of the first 
custom actions. | had one on an old heavy 
gun. Bob Bump has it now. These actions 
were made back in the early 50's, so were 
probably the first. 

The area first used for Hart Barrels was 
the basement of a two apartment building 
used for parking cars and trucks. | would 
not call it a rendering plant building. Clyde 
and Micky as well as Clyde’s sister and 
husband lived there. The rifling is still 
done in this area. (Author’s note: my 
error, thank you for the correction. 
Scratch the rendering plant concept of 
history). 

It's true that Hart Barrels caught on 
quickly. The first shooters to use them 
were Clyde, Charlie, Jerry, and Mike 
Walker. My wife and | used them as | 
recall in 1954 when we won everything in 
sight except the 200 yard Nationals at 
Custer. McNally was using one to win the 
200 yard and the Championship. Chuck 
Hart was also one of the early shooters. 
He is Clyde’s younger son. He was quite 
young then, probably only 12 or 13. He 
is now making a living in Sheridan, Wyo. 
as a lawyer.

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Case Misalignment 


This past May, | received the June, 
1981 issue of the American Rifleman 
magazine. Creighton Audette had an 
article in it concerning cartridge case 
misaligment and its effect on accuracy. | 
read the article with some interest but 
really didn't give it too much thought (only 
benchrest shooters know about 
accuracy?!). (Additional articles by Mr. 
Audette have now appeared in the De- 
cember, 1981 issue of Precision Shooting 
and the January, 1982 issue of the 
American Rifleman.) 

However, a few weeks later | received 
a phone call from Mr. W.A. Tison of 
Houston, Texas. We both had had 
barrels chambered in 6-250 for our 
Hunter Rifles by the same gunsmith. 
Neither of us could get them to shoot. He 
was very excited as he related how well 
his rifle was now shooting. He credited 
this to Mr. Audette’s article. He got to- 
gether with his friend and fellow ben- 
chrest shooter, Mike Scheltz, who owned 
alathe. They took a 6-250 Wilson seating 
die and chucked it up in the lathe. A dial 
indicator was placed on the die and the 
chuck was adjusted for a minimum ru- 
nout. The cartridge cases were then 
inserted into the die and the dial indicator 
placed on the back end of the case. The 
chuck was then turned by hand and a 
runout was taken. It soon became evi- 
dent to them that the back end of the 
cases had excessive runout. New cases 
were purchased and tested for minimum 
runout. His 6-250 then began to shoot. 

| had access to a Southbend lathe with 
a six jaw adjustable chuck. | followed the 
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by Marcy Lyons 


same procedure as above except | used 
a die from my Wilson trimmer. | tested my 
6-250 cases on the rear end and found 
that both the fired (some fired over 10 
times) and the unfired cases had an 
excessive runout on the rear of over 
0.005. | then purchased another make of 
cases and got arunout of less than 0.002. 
It was probably less than this but the 
stamping of the make and caliber on the 
base of the case causes a slight error. | 
soon worked up an accurate load and 
won a Hunter Match with it in Lake 
Charles, Louisiana. | had also checked 
the variation in case neck thickness and 
weight but could find no correlation as the 
original cases had less variation than the 
newer cases, which | shot so well. 

| contacted various persons whom | 
consider knowledgeable shooters and 
gunsmiths and they were only vaguely 
aware of this problem. (Do the good 
benchrest shooters really divulge all their 
secrets to us lesser mortals?) Jim Stekl 
of Remington commented that the poorly 
aligned rear end of the cases was 
probably due to a defective die in forming 
them. Therefore, if one of the cases had 
a poor runout then all of them would be 
defective. This was borne out as | pur- 
chased three boxes (60 rounds) of the 
original 250-3000 brass from the same lot 
and all of them had a runout of over 0.005. 
Another member of our club asked me to 
check his brass. It was the same make, 
but from a different lot. It checked out 
with a minimum runout. 

| owned benchrest rifles chambered for 
the 22BR and 6BR and never could get 
them to perk. | blamed this on the dif- 
ficulty with case stretching, which may 
still be the problem. However, | took my

BR brass, fired and unfired, and checked 
them. It was immediately apparent that 
the back ends were out of line. Repeated 
firings had straightened them out 
somewhat, but some cases still had a 
runout of over 0.005. | contacted Colonel 
T.J. Jackson, Austin, Texas about this 
problem. He conducted the same tests | 
did but found no problems with his BR 
cases. His 6BR Heavy Varmit has won 
him many matches including the National 
Championship at Midland in 1979. 

| then took my PPC cases and tested 
the runout on the base. Runout was less 
than 0.002. | weighed them and checked 
the case neck thickness. They were very 
uniform with little variation. | also cut the 
bases off on three of the PPC cases and 
measured the case wall thickness with a 
ball micrometer. Variation was less than 
0.002. Is this the secret of the PPC? 


| realize that these very limited tests 
conducted by Tison, Scheltz and myself 
are not in themselves conclusive. How- 
ever, it does serve as additional proof to 
the findings of Mr. Audette. 


R.G. Sherer - T. Bolinger 
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Measuring Powder — The Powder Measure 


Back in the late 1880's, John M. Barlow 
founded the Ideal Manufacturing Com- 
pany and offered the first practical ad- 
justable powder measure, the Ideal No. 5. 
It was a casting, including the powder 
hopper and was painted basic black. The 
adjustable chamber was basically the 
same that is now offered in the Lyman 55 
measure. Later, the No. 5 came forth with 
a version that had a micrometer ad- 
justment to adjust the powder charge. 
Still later, Lyman added the plastic 
hopper, changed to what we now know 
as ‘‘Lyman Orange’ for the paint job, and 
so it has been since. 

All powder measures are basically the 
same: a powder hopper which with the 
help of gravity, allows powder to enter an 
adjustable chamber and a drop tube to 
get it into the case. The selection today 
is almost endless, but all are basically the 
same in operation. Some have added 
baffles in the lower part of the hopper to 
maintain a constant powder weight 
pressure over the adjustable chamber 
and is a darn good idea. If your powder 
weight measure doesn’t have such a 
baffle, one can be added very easily. 
Select a plastic powder funnel that is the 
same outside or larger diameter as the 
inside of the hopper. Cut the upper rim for 
a slip fit and locate it at the lower end of 
the hopper. Using some model plastic 
cement, the type used for model ships 
and airplane kits, and cement it in place. 
| have a Lyman 55 that is fixed up this 
way, which was a very common practice 
among benchrest competitors 20 - 25 
years ago. 

The problem with most all the powder 
measures on the market is setting or 
making minor changes in the setting 
without checking on a powder scale to 
obtain the desired powder load change. 
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Back in the late 1950's | guess it was, 
Homer Culver got fed up with that 
problem and made an adjustable me- 
tering cavity that allows changes with 
perfect repeatability. We call it the 
‘Culver Insert’’ these days, and | have no 
idea how many of these friend Homer has 
turned out over the years. | can remember 
when my first one arrived, and | was as 
happy as a pig in mud! No more trying the 
change powder loads on the range with 
the powder scale beam bouncing in the 
breeze. Once a chart is worked up at 
home, any powder load with any powder 
can be had at once on the range and the 
scale stayed home. 

Other gents now make inserts with the 
same idea and all work just fine. The Ed 
Longo conversion looks like the lock on 
a safe sticking out the side of the measure

and bottle. The adapter has a built-in baffle. 


and is made for the Lyman 55 only, as is 
Culver’s. Back in 1972 Seely Masker 
modified a Saeco powder measure with 
a micrometer adjusting powder cavity, 
used and read as is a micrometer. | had 
the opportunity to use the first such 
conversion that Seely made at a match 
shortly thereafter, (see P.S. June '73). | 
don’t remember what powder was in the 
hopper, but it was a hard-to-throw tu- 
bular number. It did a great job, as does 
the Culver and Longo, and it repeated 
settings just perfectly. Masker also 
makes the same conversion for the 
RCBS measure, which was added a few 
years back. Seely has made over three 
hundred and fifty such conversions and 
many have found their way all over the 
world as have the others. 

Powder measures, even of the same 
make and model, seem to have their own 
personality. The technique used to ac- 
quire the desired level of uniformity with 
one often simply will not work with an- 
other. | have one Lyman 55 with the 
Culver insert that must be operated 
gently, while another 55 with the same 
make of insert can be handled somewhat 
more roughly with good results. The 
answer is to sit down with a scale and see 
what it takes to get the desired level of 
accuracy. It should be carried on with all 
the different powder you expect might be 
used with that measure. 

The powder being used has a major 
influence on the results. Flake and ball 
powders normally can be thrown with any 
powder measure to somethng less than 
the 1/10 grain limits that is accepted by 
most as acceptable limits. Flake powders 
tend to pack from any vibration of the 
measure, and the baffle in the hopper can 
contribute to stopping such packing. 
With some practice throwing powder 
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charges and checking results on a scale, 
some reloaders are often able to elimi- 
nate any detectable errors on the scale. 

But when we start using tubular 
powders, we have another ball of wax. 
With H-322, we can do as good a job of 
throwing powder charges to something 
less than the plus or minus one tenth 
gain, for H-322 is but .032” long and 
.025” in diameter. We can manage our 
one tenth limits with 4895 which is .060” 
long and .032” in diameter. As we get 
longer and larger diameter tubulars, we 
find our one tenth limits of error some- 
what harder to maintain. 4198, which has 
been around since 1935, is .085” long and 
.025” in diameter. Some measures 
operated by handloaders, can manage 
the established limits while others can 
not. 

As we reach tubular powders that are 
longer and larger in diameter, we are hard 
pressed to hold one tenth grain limits of 
error. 3031 and 4064, both of which are 
up to .085” long and .035” in diameter, 
causes measures to start cutting powder 
gains, some more than others. 4831, 
.085” long and .040” in diameter, is just 
about impossible to throw within limits 
reliably and consistently. 

We all operate a powder measure a 
little differently and get different results, 
regardless of powder. As for myself, if 
throwing 4198 and | experience some 
powder cutting as | drop the powder 
charge, | usually experience a lighter than 
normal powder charge in the case. The 
next one or two charges can be high or 
low and then the third will be back to the 
desired. | can’t throw 3031 or 4064 with 
any measure and hold the limits | want. 
I've never checked other reloaders ability 
to throw powder, but it might be an in- 
teresting test. 

The measure must operate smoothly 
throughout its travel or errors will crop 
up. It’s often necessary to remove the 
powder cavity assembly and clean out 
the inside with lighter fluid. This usually 
smooths up operations in first rate order. 
Powder knockers on some measures can 
add errors as can any other form of vi- 
brations. I’ve seen written instructions 
advising the removal of powder knock- 
ers. Best leave it on the measure and use 
it only if necessary to get powders like 
3031, 4831 and such to drop completely. 
Large tubular powders will, in some 
measures with some drop tubes, hang 
up. Just about the time the case or 
powder scale pan is clear of the drop 
tube, the balance of the powder lets go 
all over the place. The knocker has its 
place, but if you don’t need it, and you 
shouldn’t up through 4198, don’t. 

Serious handloaders, and just about 
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Hodgdon Powder can cap installed in the 
bottom of a pill bottle. 


every benchrest competitor, spends 
some time throwing powder and checking 
each load on a scale to assure them- 
selves that they know the limit of the 
powder measure in use as well as their 
own ability. It’s time well spent. 

If you find static causes powder to stick 
to the plastic hopper, a plastic drop tube 
or the pan of a powder scale, try washing 
in Vel dish washing liquid or Solo clothes 
washing liquid, then dry completely. 
Often, just wiping the item which powder 
wants to stick to due to static with 
“Bounce,” ‘‘Toss’n Soft’’ or like fabric 
softener will do the job quite well. 

A technique that is often helpful in 
obtaining uniform measuring from a 
powder measure is to leave the operating 
handle in the down or drop position when 
not in use. The handle is brought up to 
the position during which the metering 
cavity is being filled from the powder 
hopper, and then returned to the drop 
position. The important thing here is to 
give the powder enough time to fill the 
cavity with some hesitation. This works 
well with a Lyman 55 and others, while 
other powder measures, because of 
design, make this practice impossible. 


In addition to the conversions or inserts 
listed above, Neal Jones offers one too, 
along with drop tubes and pill bottle 
adapters. See his ad in P.S., as well as 
those listed above for further information. 

If we use a plastic pill bottle and 
adapter, such as that offered by Neal and 
others, we must take care to not expose 
the bottle full of powder to large tem- 
perature changes from cool to warm, for 
we can experience some sweating inside 
the bottle. Ask your local druggist to save 
pill bottles for you if you decide to use the 
pill bottle in place of the factory hopper. 
Another modification that | have picked 
up from a fellow competitor, Glen Hess, 
is cutting a hole in the bottom of the pill 
bottle to the proper diameter which will 
allow one of the red Hodgdon Powder 
Company powder can caps to snap into 
the hole. This allows pouring unwanted 
charges back into the bottle when 
mounted on the measure and is a most 
handy addition in my view.

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TRIGGER PIN DRILL JIG 


Gluing an action into a fiberglass stock 
is, | believe, the accepted method in 
building a competitive benchrest rifle. | 
don’t believe many will argue with that 
statement. Assembling a rifle in this 
manner is a relatively easy job to ac- 
complish. There are a few considerations 
the stocker must make. Generally the

standard bolt is replaced with an allen 
head screw or a plunger type stop. This 
modification is made to simplify the glue 
in process. Aside from port clearance, 
trigger guard relief, and bolt handle 
clearance which would be done in a 
conventional bedding job, he must pro- 
vide sufficient room for the trigger to be 


removed through the bottom of the stock 
should it ever become necessary. In 
addition to the increased area around the 
trigger the stocker must provide access 
holes for the trigger pins so that they may 
be driven out. Drilling these holes ap- 
pears easy but can turn into a problem if 
your approximation of their location was

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wrong. It is not easy to get three holes in 
line and much more difficult to do it twice. 

There is a simple approach to this 
problem, well two ways really. One, let 
someone else do your stock work, or two, 
(this is the method I like) build a simple drill 
jig. It may seem as though it would be 
much simpler to fill a dozen misplaced 
holes than machine a drill jig. It is not a 
difficult job however if you have access 
to a vertical mill. If the dimensions on the 
drawing and the instructions are followed 
the resulting jig should fit your Remington 
bolt action. With little or no modification 
the jig should fit any action using a 
Remington type trigger. 

To begin machining the jig cut a piece 
of cold rolled 2’x2” low carbon bar stock 
to a length of about 1.1” in the bandsaw. 
Take this block over to the milling ma- 
chine. To keep everything square make 
sure the milling machine vise is parallel 
with the table travel with an indicator. 
Clamp the block in the vise with one of 
the saw cut edges protruding above the 
vise jaws and parallel with the quill. Clean 
up this face with an end mill leaving a 
smooth surface. Now that we have ths 
face perpendicular with the four surfaces 
as received from the steel mill flip the 
block and repeat the above operation on 
the other saw cut face. Mill this face 
leaving a thickness of 1.000”. After all 
this work we have a block that measures 
2”x2”x1” with all the sides square. 

We are now ready to start by milling out 
the channel the full length of the block. Be 
careful in holding the .500”, 1.700”, and 
.750” dimensions shown on the drawing. 
Following this, turn the block on its rear 
side and cut the slot holding the 1.000” 
dimension shown in the top view of the 
drawing. With this same setup the angle 
dimensioned .230” and 1.450” shown on 
the side view can be milled. Loosen the 
vise and set the jig on its ‘legs’ and cut 
the .520” dimension. It should be 
mentioned that from now on that the 
block should be held with the ‘‘legs”’ 
perpendicular to the vise jaws as they 
could bend if tightened. Turn the block 
over again and zero off the back of the 
jig. In this operation the two radii on the 
.300” leg will be milled. The dimensions 
shown in the section view are to be held. 
The 45 degree angle dimensioned .275” 
and the 1.935” measurement can also be 
machined in this setup. 

Remove the jig from the vise and it 
should now fit in the action. If not check 
for burrs or where interference is oc- 
curing. When the jig fits easily we are 
ready to drill some holes. Place the jig in 
the vise on parallels with the legs facing 
you, the thicker one down. Using the edge 
finder, zero off the front and right side of 
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the jig as it now sits. Place a #2 center 
drill in a collet. Traverse the table and 
center drill the positions dimensioned 
.230” and 1.425”. Remove the center drill 
and replace with an 1/8” diameter drill bit. 
Drill through both legs and we are about 
finished. With a little deburring we should 
have a finished and functional drill jig. 
After making sure it fit | painted mine with 
layout blue to prevent rust. If the jig is 
going to receive a good deal of use, 
hardened bushings could be easily in- 
stalled or the entire jig could be carbu- 
rized. 

In practice the jig is placed in the action 
and the trigger pins driven through both. 
Prior to drilling the holes in the stock the 
action should be prebedded in the in- 
tended stock. This procedure eliminates 
any gross movement of the action in the 
stock, causing the holes to become out 
of alignment later. Place the jig and 
assembly in the stock and lightly c-clamp 
them together. Run an 1/8” diameter drill 
bit through the jig and into the stock until 


the pins are met. Remove the jig from the 
action and reinstall the action in the 
stock. This time drill the hole completely 
through the action and through the other 
side of the stock. It is possible that the 
action with the trigger pins in place prior 
to drilling will not seat in the bedding 
because of a protruding end of a pin. If 
this is the case a knife blade can be used 
to remove the interfering portion of the 
bedding. The holes in the stock may now 
be opened up to 3/16” diameter. Be 
careful not to chip the fiberglass when 
doing this. | avoid that problem by using 
a high spindle speed and drill the holes 
from the outside only, not completely 
through. The original pins may be re- 
placed with 1/8” diameter drill rod of a 
longer length making removal and _in- 
sertion easier. 

The time required making the jig is well 
spent when one considers the ease of 
obtaining perfectly aligned holes the first 
time and the professional appearance of 
the finished rifle.

MAY SAVE A SHOOTER 


During my more than thirty years of 
serious benchrest shooting I’ve watched 
many older shooters fade and vanish 
from the sport. Some have left before 
they really wanted to with a common 
affliction of the aging process; that of 
failing eyesight. Nowhere else in the 
shooting game does the image start to 
become evasive more than in bench rest. 
That is due to the higher magnification of 
scopes that are needed and used in the 
sport for the precise aiming required to 
shoot 1/8” groups with any regularity. If 
a problem appears, regardless how 
slight, a 30X scope will magnify that 
problem by 30 times. A ten power varmint 
scope only makes the problem ten times 
as troublesome while a 4X deer hunting 
scope may not appear to bother hardly at 
all and may actually be a help over the 
naked eye. 

Since most righthanded shooters are 
known to have as a ‘master eye’ their 
right eye the necessity to switch to the 
left eye becomes the usual solution. 
Whether this is because the right master 
eye did more and gave up earlier is 
beyond my knowledge it just checks out 
that the master eye does seem to fail 
ahead of the other one. The pistol 
shooter can change to shooting right

handed with his left eye easily with a bit 
of practice. Not so with any shoulder arm. 
Here the shooter is faced with conversion 
to left handed shooting. After a lifetime of 
learning how to do it righthanded the 
reflexes, the desire and the ability to 
make that switch will often cause a 
shooter experiencing eye trouble to give 
up benchrest shooting first. 

While the deer will die as cleanly from 
a lefthanded shot placed an inch or two 
away from the point of aim or the rabbit 
or bird may still catch the edge of the 
pattern from a slightly misdirected blast 
the benchrest group target will never 
forgive such a minute error. Through the 
years I’ve watched older shooters try to 
cope with the problem. Many will hang in 
for the enjoyment of the matches, as- 
sociation with the friends they've made 
and accept their poor groups as the price 
they must pay to be able to continue in 
the sport they love. Others however, 
instilled with a lifetime of competitive 
spirit and reasonable recognition and 
success in the sport, just can’t accept the 
blow that fate has dealt them and itis they 
who will fade quietly from the scene 
perhaps being missed even more than 
they are missing their favorite shooting 
game. 


In spite of my observances in this 
matter the word ‘cataract’ hit me low and 
hard in the pit of my stomach as | slowly 
watched the time approach when it was 
easier to hang it up than to battle the 
inevitable. Oh sure, | tried it lefthanded 
but it was frustrating and tiring to work 
so hard to get four of them in and then 
lose one for a reason over which | had no 
control. A wind switch or mirage or even 
stupidity one can cope with but the in- 
ability to FIND the center of the crosswire 
with ten seconds left can be catastrophic. 

| began to entertain ideas of creating a 
means of shooting a benchrest rifle with 
my left eye but from the righthanded 
position. The how was helped by ex- 
periments | had participated in with a 
younger shooter many years ago back 
East. Faced with a damaged right eye and 
an extremely awkward lefthand ap- 
proach he had jury rigged such a mount 
and subsequently won two season 
championships in club Hunter Class 
competition. One long distance phone 
call and a few measurements from his rig 
helped me to gel the idea for such a scope 
mount. Fortunately good friend Alvin 
Davidson, the aluminum expert of the 
southwest came to my rescue. Sand- 
wiched between his projects for the 
White Sands Missile Range and his 
commitments to New Mexico State, Alvin 
built an outrigger mount to my crude 
sketches and dimensions. The object 
was to mount my 30X Siebert/Leupold on 
my 40-XBR .22PPC Heavy Varmint rifle 
for comfortable use of the left eye in the 
right handed shooting position. Common 
sense dictated the Redfield two piece 
mount as a necessity for the rotating 
freedom of the scope for lateral alignment 
and adjustment. While it would be pos- 
sible to calculate the amount of offset and 
align the holes to compensate one must 
remember that if this is done for 100 
yards it may not have sufficient leeway to 
permit internal adjustment at 300 yards. 
It just seemed easier to avoid the problem 
with the Redfield and since this rifle had 
already been weighted with nearly a 
pound of lead shot inside the butt stock 
there was weight reduction possible to 
compensate for the increase caused by 
the outrigger. 

Initially since Alvin felt 3/8” flat stock of 
aircraft aluminum was indicated it was 
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felt that the Redfield bases on top of that 
plus the ring height would be sufficient. 
How wrong we were! Luckily Alvin 
suggested sending the action contoured 
plate to me for attachment to the rifle and 
he left it wider from the action than the 
anticipated amount. As soon as it arrived 
| attached the platform to the action, set 
up amock benchrest in the shop doorway 
and gently placed the scope in a set of low 
rings but on the Redfield bases atop the 
platform. | couldn’t even find it! 

Some two hours later we had gone to 
the highest rings that Redfield makes and 
placed the bases on top of nearly another 
1/2” of shim build-up to get the height that 
would let me see through the scope easily 
in MY NORMAL SHOOTING POSITION. 
One tends to forget that he leans his head 
well over toward the side he is shooting 
from and to sit perfectly straight would be 
abnormal for most shooters. The entire 
rig was clamped securely in place and 
shipped back to Alvin Davidson for him to 
locate and finalize the measurement and 
the shim or block heights. 

The next time it was a breeze. The 
scope was anchored and bore-sighted as 
well as adjusted for eye relief with no 
problem at all. Removed and back to 
Alvin the final time it was skeletonized for 
weight reduction, trimmed, polished and 
sent to hard anodize for the complete 
treatment. After all it was going to draw 
a crowd at the range anyway, they might 
as well admire it a little bit! 

First trip to the range and we were on 
the paper in three or four shots and out 
to 100 yards. Borescoping with an in- 
strument is out of the question so it is 
best to begin at 25 yards on a large piece 
of paper. My first group out of the new 
rig with my left eye was about 3/8” 
followed shortly with another several 
about 1/4”. Most amazing thing however 
was my shooting buddy who had helped 
me with the project ‘had’ to fire the 
peculiar looking monster ‘just for the hell 
of it’. You can imagine our surprise when 
he put together a creditable 5/6” group 
the first five shots he ever fired with his 
left eye in his life! Naturally elation was 
hardly the word for my feeling and it was 
a rush trip home to call Alvin with the 
good news. Since my elation knew no 
bounds | decided to set up a rimfire rifle 
with the same mount and also to lay ina 
spare in case | wanted to make up a 
Sporter at a later date. It wasn’t too hard 
to convince Alvin, who likes to produce a 
quantity anyway, to make a reasonable 
number of spares for any who might read 
this article and wish to solve their eye 
problem by a similar means. 

Alvin Davidson did extract one promise 
from me. That was to tell our readers that 
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Plain aluminum base can be easily machined, drilled, filed or altered. Front angle could be 
eliminated for weight reduction. Repro prints by Boyce
